fears abate, 
dollar sales 
take off

A dramatic change in business 
trends this month reflects reduced 
fears of an imminent devaluation of 
the shekel. 

For the first time in ive months, 
more dollars have been sold than 
bought, mainly by the business sec- 
tor. There is even talk of 8 renewed 
flow of foreign currency to Israel 
from abroad. ~ 

Senior bankers yesterday con- 
firmed to The Jerusalem Post that 
this month, dollar purchases slacked 
off, then stopped completely. In the 
last two weeks, the pendulum has 
swung to net sales of doilars and 
other foreign currencies. 

This switch reflects a basic change 
of attitude by the business sector, 
which is the main element in foreign 
currency transactions. Whereas late 
last year a devaluation of 5-10 per 
cent was widely expected by early

Washington steps up 
Mideast peace efforts

Jerusalem was last night keen- 
ly following Secretary of State 
George Shultz’s exploratory 
talks in Washington, which, ac- 
cording to well-placed sources. 
May indicate that the U.S. is 
willing to resume diplomatic ac- 
tivity aimed at achieving an in- 
terim solution with Jordan. 

But in Washington, it ap- 
peared that American diploma- 
cy could take a different direc- 
tion. During separate meetings 
yesterday, Shultz sounded out 
Egyptian President Hosni Mu- 
barak and two visiting Palestin- 
ians on reviving direct Arab-Is- 
raeli peace negotiations under 
some sort of limited U.S.-Soviet 
a limited U.S.-Soviet umbrella. 

Shultz's talks created a clear sense 
in Washington last night of positive 
movement towards breaking the 
diplomatic logjam. 

In Jerusalem, cabinet sources said 
the inner cabinet would bold an ex- 
traordinary session today devoted to 
diplomatic matters. The sources 
said a renewed clash was likely be- 
tween Likud and Labour ministers 
on how to pursue the peace process. 

Visiting Israeli cabinet secretary 
Elyakim Rubinstein was also asked 


about the “limited umbrella” for- 
mula during his talks at the State 
Department this week. Rubinstein 
met with Charles Hill, Shultz’s exec- 
utive assistant, and other top

Mubarak, and Jordan's King Hus- 
sein attend President Reagan's sum- 
mit in Washington with Soviet lead- 
er Mikhail Gorbachev. That kind of 
dramatic “international” get-to- 
gether could then lead to direct 
negotiations. 

But Hussein, during a subsequent 
meeting in London with Shultz. re- 
jected the idea unless he received 
firm assurances that it would quickly 
lead to a formal intemational con- 
ference on the Arab-Israeli conflict, 
inchiding the participation of the 
five permanent members of the UN 
Security Council. 

Direct Arab-Israeli negotiations, 
the king added, would only follow 
that kind of international meeting. 
Hussein agreed that the format for 
the direct talks would follow the

Soldier describes Gaza Strip incident

The IDF judge advocate-general, 
Amnon Strashnov, yesterday or- 
dered an investigation into alleged 
excesses by troops told to beat riot- 
ers in the territories. 

“Following the recent incidents in 
which troons went beyond the use of 
reasonable force ... and committed 
blatant irregularities, I have ordered 
military police investigations.” 

trashnov said in an address at Tel 
Aviv University. 

The Hebrew daily Hadashot yes- 
terday published a monologue by a 
soldier in the Gaza Strip, in which 
he described how soldiers in his unit 
had, under orders, taken young men 
out of their homes during a curfew, 
forced them to stand with their faces 
to a wall, and clubbed them. He said 
men slow to open their homes had 
been handcuffed, blindfolded, and 
taken to an assembly point, and 
beaten and kicked on the way 


though they offered no resistance. 

He was quoted as saying that the 
number of people who did not want 
to take part in the beatings in- 
creased with time. though no one 
disobeyed direct orders. At the as- 
sembly point, he said, soldiers se- 
verely beat and clubbed kneeling 
detainees. The beatings caused ar- 
guments and a fight between sol- 
diers, he added. 

Dozens of Palestinians beaten 
over the past week have charged 
that they were taken from their 
homes and beaten, although they 
bad not taken part in riots. 

Defence Minister Rabin has said 
that soldiers are under orders ta use 
force only against rioters and per- 
sons resisting arrest. but conceded 
that there have been “‘irregular- 
ities.” Three lieutenant-colonels 
have been appointed to command 
zones of the West Bank. in an at- 
tempt to tighten control over troops 


Alleged irregularities to be probed 


in the area, military sources said. 

In the West Bank yesterday, 
troops landed from helicopters yes- 
terday afternoon to capture rioters 
in Ramallah, during one 2 number 
of disturbances in that town. 

The troops lept from the copter, 
chased a number of youths who had. 
been identified as taking part in the 
disturbance, and arrested them. 

Secutity sources staged. an early 
morning sweep in the village of 58 ἽΓ 
near Hebron, after more than a 
week of intermittent disturbances. 

Prior to the curfew. Sa‘ir had 
been closed off for six days, with 
residents forbidden to leave the vil- 
lage, though they could move freely

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exhausted soldiers on duty in the territories

RAM τ fed up. It's a horrible routin: 
s —“We're fed up. It’s a horrible routine.” 
a soldier standing in the swirling traffic at the 
entrance to this West Bank village north of Jerv- 
salem was tired. Tired of the hours on his feet, 
standing like a traffic cop. Tired of the daily ritual 
of patrols and forced shop-openings, tired of the 
nightly alerts and futile searches for stone 
throwers. : Bee 

He had completed three weeks of service in the 
area, and had just been told he would be there 


another three weeks. Home leaves would be few 
and far between, and there was no end in sight. 

The emotional and physical exhaustion were 
also evident on the faces of the Golaui soldiers 
who walked up and down a Ramallah street yes- 
terday, opening shops with crowbars, then re- 
ing them after they were closed again by 
shopkeepers. The cat and mouse game continued 
all day, with soldiers banging on shutters, pulling 
them up, and running from one comer fo another 
in search of ever-elusive “‘s a 

They appeared to have lost their zest for this 


grinding contest, in which the army and the Pales- 
tinian population, like tired prize-fighters in the 
last round, are hanging on to see who can outlast 
the other. The soldiers question people, warn of 
dire consequences if they are not obeyed, but do 
litde more. 

The shopkeepers vow to keep on striking until 
they get rid of the occupation, and say they are 
helping the poorer refugees with food and cloth- 
ing, but the soldier at e-Ram said the resistance in 
the village had been broken, thanks to the IDF’s 
policy of beatings.

Refusenik 
Lerner 
here at last

‘Alexander Lerner; thé world-re- 
nowned cybernetics expert who was 
a refusenjk for 16 years, arrived late 
bast night at Ben-Gurion Airport, ac- 
companied by his son Vjadimir, his 
daughter-in-law Tanya and grand- 

daughter Julia. 

“You can understand that it's a 
great day for me,” Lerner said at a 
reception for him gt the airport. He 
added that “οἵ course” he intends to 
resume his scientific work in Israel. 

The family was met in Vienna on 
Sanday by Lerner's daughter Sonia, 
who has been living in Israel for the 
last 14 years. 

Lerner, a 74-year-old widower. 
Jost two daughters in 1941 when 
their town of Vinnitsa was occupied 
by the Nazis. 

Lerner has written 12 books and 
has been published in many lan- 
guages, including Japanese and Chi- 
nese. The Technion in Haifa has said 
it would welcome him to its staff, but 
he may prefer to join the Weizmano 
Institute in order to be near his 
daughter, who lives in Rehovot. 

Lerner first applied to emigrate to 
Israei in 1971, but was repeatedly 
refused on the grounds that he pos- 
sessed state secrets. 

Last February, Lerner, along with 
eight other refuseniks, was the sub- 
ject of a bitter attack in the Moscow 
newspaper Vechernaya Moskva, 
which insisted that Lerner could nev- 
er leave the Soviet Union because he 
was ‘‘a bearer of state and military 
secrets."” Lerner called the article 
“humiliating, mental craelty.”* 

But in a surprise move last month, 
the Soviet emigration office notified 
Lerner that he had at last been 
granted an exit visa to leave the Sovi- 
et Union.

NEW YORK - The Jewish commitu- 
nity here has been been digesting 
with great interest the strident at- 
tacks unleashed on Israel's policies 
in the territories by two recognized 
staunch Jewish supporters of Israel -- 
Mayor Edward Koch and A.M. Ro- 
senthal, a New York Times colum- 
nist and former editor. At the same 
time Jewish fundraising groups re- 
port that the continuing distur- 
bances have had little discernible 
impact on their efforts to raise mil- 
lions of dollars for bumanitarian 
programmes in Israel, the U.S., and 
around the world. 

Koch said of the beatings policy: 
“It’s unacceptable. You cannot, ei- 
ther discrimmately or indiscriminate- 
ly, engage in wanton violence, 
whether you are a mob or a govern- 
ment. The fact is, it is more repre- 
hensible when it is government-di- 
rected violence than when it is mob- 
directed violence." 


Rosenthal, who has until now 
been among Israel's most ardent de- 
fenders among national columnists. 
called (as reported ‘briefly yester-

IDF apologizes for beating of CBS TV crew in Gaza

GAZA CITY - The IDF issued a quick apology 
yesterday after it was confirmed that soldiers beat 
a CBS TV crew, which had filmed theut assault- 
ing Arab detainees on one of this city’s mais 
streets. “‘The soldiers will be punished to the full 
extent of the law,” an army spokesman said. 

It was the second attack on an American televi- 
sion crew this week, leading one [sraeli media 
expert to accuse commariders of condoning terror 
against the media. 

Ido Sela, the CBS soundman, told The Jerusa- 


lem Post that he and cameraman Moshe Ben-Dor 


‘stopped in En-Nasser Street yesterday to film 
soldiers beating two people suspected of having 


. thrown stones. The troops. belonging to Golani’s 


Barak brigade, hurled the detainees into a com- 
mand car; then one of the soldiers spotted the 


CBS crew. 


“A lookout shouted ‘television, Sela related. 
“Within seconds, three to four soldiers came 
over, beat us and shouted ‘stop filming.’ One 
grabbed the camera lens, others (who joined 
them) jumped on me. For five to 10 minutes they 
took turns hitting us.” 


“A soldier grabbed me by the throat for three 
to four minutes shouted ‘Are you a Jew or an 
Arab?" said Sela, a captain in an Armoured’ 
Corps reserve brigade.‘"We were in a state of 
shock. They behaved like a street gang.” 

The crew managed to lodge a complaint with 


the IDF, and the Golani company commander - 


summoned his meu. The crew identified several 
of the attackers. 


IDF spokesmen later confirmed details of the 
attack, and said the area had not been a closed 
military zone at the time, so the CBS team had a 
Tight to be there. An apology was issued and the 


soldiers were lectured about the media’s impor- 
tance, a spokesman said. 

Wednesday's incident follows earlier attacks, 
such as this week's assault on an ABC TV crew in 
Ramallah. Several weeks ago a Yediot Aharonot 
photographer working in Khan Yunis complained 
that he was beaten by an IDF officer. 


The former head of the Government Press 
Office. Ze’ev Chafets, told The Post that the 
attacks smacked of a “policy of terror.” Soldiers 
would not have attacked the media had they 
believed such attacks were forbidden, he said. 


The attacks recalled the terror Damascus and 
the PLO had waged against foreign correspon- 
dents in Syria and Lebanon, he said, alluding to a 
book he had published on that subject. Israel 
highlighted that harassment. turning it into one of 
its central information motifs, now the same is 
done here, he said.

Both Rubinstein and Foreign 
Ministry Director-General Yossi 
Beilin, who visited Washington two 
weeks ago, have told U.S. officials 
that an internal Israeli agreement 
could be reached -on an interim 
solution. 

Industry and Trade Minister Ariel 
Sharon clashed with Shamir during 
yesterday's inner cabinet meeting 
over the prime minister's decision to 
allow Siniora to travel to Washing- 
ton. 

Sharon said: “Why did you let 
him go?” Shamir responded that 
Shultz intervened personally to se- 
cure permission for Siniora to make 
the trip.

Angola claims big air strike saved 
strategic town from South Africans 


LUANDA (Reuter) — A major air 
strike by Angolan and Cuban pilots 
has saved the strategic garrison town 
of Cuito Cuanavale from capture by 
an invading South African force, ac- 
cording to Angolan military sources 
yesterday. 

A Defence Ministry spokesman 
said Angola’s armed forces were 
now strengthening their positions in 
and around the southeast town, un- 
der siege by the 6.000-strong South 
African force for two weeks. 

He flatly denied a claim by South 
African-backed Unita rebels on 
Tuesday that government forces had 
fled from ito Cuanavale, the 
main staging point for government 
operations in Cuando Cubango 
Province. 

The military sources said South 
African troops, equipped with long- 
range artillery, came close to over- 
running the town. “They got to 
within one kilometre,” one source 
said. ᾿ 

To prevent the loss of the town, 


ola’s military high command or- 
toa a big air ΡΥ δὲς inst the 
South Africans for the first time, 
driving them back 30 kim.to the east. 
the sources said. 

Cuban pilots, flying with Angolan 
airmen, took part in the attack car- 
ried out by Mig-21 and Mig-23 fight- 
ers. About 30,000 Cuban troops are 
supporting the Angolan Army in the 
battle against Unita, the National 
Union for the Total Independence 
of Angola. 

The South Africans had been 
bombarding Cuito Cuanavale with 
long-range guns aimed at the airstrip 
and a bridge over the Cuito River. 
But Angola says it is determined to 
hold the town, regarded as a strate- 
gic position both for launching of- 
fensives against Unita bases farther 
south and preventing incursions by 
the rebels and the South Africans 
towards the sorth. 

No casualty figures in the latest 
fighting were available but Angolan 
military spokesmen said their armed 


forces tost about 30 dead when the 
South Africans first attacked on Jan- 
uary 12. 

The reports of heavy fighting 
come on the eve of a visit to Luanda 
by U.S. envoy Chester Crocker. due 
to confer with government officials 
about ways of unblocking long- 
stalled talks on .getting indepen- 
dence for Namibia (South West 
Africa). 

Pretoria, which has been backing 
the Unita drive on Cuito Cuanavale 
with long-range artillery, declined 
as usual to say anything about the 
bush war. The loss of the Cuito 
Cuanavale air base would put Ango- 
lan planes virtually out of range of 
Savimbi'’s rebel headquarters in 
Jamba, analysts said. 


Dion Fourie, professor of strate- 
gic studies at the University of South 
Africa in Pretoria described the 
campaign as a disaster for Angola 
and said its Soviet backers now 
faced a crucial decision. 
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Interview on TV turns into slanging match 


between Bush and interviewer Dan Rather 


NEW YORK -- U.S. television news personality 
Dan Rather, now at the centre of a controversy 
over his interviewing, says he was just doing his 
job when he suddenly found himself embroiled in 
a nationally televised shouting match with Vice 
President George Bush. 

The Ε prompted calls of protest to 
CBS television network stations across the coun- 
try. most of them from viewers who took excep- 
tion to the manner in which Rather questioned 
Bush on the Iran-Contra affair during the CBS 
Evening News on Monday. 

Newspapers gave wide coverage to the inter- 
view, which was broadcast live. Some TV col- 
leagues also criticized Rather's approach. 

“Angry Veep says Rather bushwhacked him on 
TV.” headlined The New York Post. 

The Washington Post, in a front-page story. 
said the confrontation “may turn out to be politi- 
cally explosive.” noting that it came only only 13 
days before the Iowa caucuses, the start of the 
U.S. presidential nomination process. _ 

“I saw my job as asking questions about the 
central story,” Rather told reporters on Tuesday, 
“the central story beiag how did he get involved 
in sending missiles to the (Iranian leader) Ayatol- 
Jah (Ruhollah Khomeini) and what about these 
inconsistencies in the record.” 

According to a report in The Washington Post 
that quoted unidentified sources, Bush boasted 
after the interview that he was the victor in the 
confrontation.“*The bastard didn’t lay 8 glove on 
me,” Bush was quoted as saying to campaign 


Bush, on a campaign trip to Wyoming on Tues- 
day. said of the Monday interview, “It’s kind of 
like combat.” Ἶ 

“I don't want to have a big running fight with 
Dan Rather or anybody else. Bush said. “I have 
no hard feelings about it.” 

The nine-minute interview was d by a 
videotaped report focusing on Bush's role in the 
Iran-Contra affair. 

Seated in his Senate office in Washington, 
Bush opened his remarks by saying CBS had 
“misrepresented™ the interview as being part of a 
profile piece when Rather instead intended only 
to ask questions about his involvement in the 
Iran-Contra matter. 

Rather, talking via satellite from New York, 
suggested that any misunderstanding be dealt 
with at another time and aggressively questioned 
Bush about the Iran deal. In the heated ex- 
changes that followed, both men frequently 
spoke at once, making it almost impossible at 
times to understand what either was saying. 


The slanging match on CBS television is high- 
lighting the pre-eminent role of television in U.S. 
politics, with “morning-after” analysis suggesting 
the incident mined a deep vein of ant-media 
feeling among the American public. The confron- 
tation centred on Bush’s as yet not fully explained 
role in the sale of arms to Iran in the hope that 
hostages would be released in return. But it de- 
generated to a point where Rather was talking 
over Bush and cut him off in mid-sentence at the 
end. 


Bush, in return, brought up a celebrated inci- 
dent in which Rather walked off the set because a 
tennis match was extending into his time-slot. and 
failed to return until six minutes after it ended. 
leaving CBS with dead air.

East Germany blasts Bonn 
as dissident’s trial opens 


EAST BERLIN (Reuter) -- An East 
German activist, one of 10 detained 
in a crackdown on dissent, went on 
trial yesterday as the Communist 
state's press printed unusually criti- 
cal reports about West Germany. 

In what Western diplomats re- 
garded as a related event indicating 
a general sharpening of tone, East 
German border guards shot at peo- 
ple escaping to the West for the first 
time in months. It was widely 
thought East Germany had sus- 
pended its “shoot to kill” policy at 
the border. 

Western correspondents were 
barred from East Berlin's Lichten- 
berg district court, where former 
Communist Party member Vera 
Wollenberger appeared on charges 
of unlawful assembly and hooligan- 
ism, both punishable by up to eight 
years’ impri: t. i 

Security police allowed Wollen- 
berger's husband. East Berlin's 
bishop and three plainclothes agents 
to enter the court. 


Wollenberger helped found one 
of several small Protestant Church- 
linked peace and human rights 
groups and was arrested 10 days ago 
on her way to try to join an official 
march led by East German leader 
Erich Honecker in memory of two 
German revolutionaries murdered 
in 1919. :

He called himself a “leftist,” 
someone who has problems with the 
orders to beat rioters, but insisted 
that the policy had produced results, 
and that a combination of aggressive 
behaviour and arrests of ringleaders 
had led to quiet. The shopkeepers 
are not well organized, he said, add- 
ing that they were pushed to action 
by a band of incifers. 

Random discussions with troops 
showed varied opinions on the beat- 
ing policy. “If someone throws 2 
rock at me, thén, believe me, I have 
no problem clubbing him,” said a 
soldier near the al-Amari refugee 
camp outside Ramallah. “Inciters 
too,” said another. A third put it 
this way: “There were no excesses 
bere. We do what we're told, we're 
just puppets on a string. “ 

But the soldier at e-Ram said: 
“Fm told to beat people, but I can't 
do it. I try to avoid situations where 
T might have to use the club. There 
are others who find it easier. 
They're young, and the feeling of 
authority is heady. Luckily, there 
are veterans around who watch that 
they don't overdo it, though there 
ise cases when people went too 
far. 


“Sometimes, when we sit around 
and talk about the day's experi- 
ences, these incidents come up, and 
you feel a pang of conscience. But 
sometimes you have to compromise 
your conscience. There's a limit to 
how much of a bleeding beart you 
can be. 

“The experiences bere have 
pushed the left-leaning soldiers 
more to the right. Personally, I 
haven't changed my basic opinions, 
but on the smaller, more immediate 


issues of keeping order, I'm more 
hard-headed.™ 

The soldier didn’t think that the 
orders to club had had a particularly 
brutalizing effect on his friends. The 
IDF bas sent psychologists to units 
in the West Bank, and top army 
Officers have voiced concern over 
the policy's effect on soldiers’ values 
and behaviour in and out of uni- 
form. 

“All in all, our experiences here 
haven't been that bad,” he said. “If 
people needed a psychologist, it was 
during the period before this policy 
was introduced. They felt bitter, rid- 
iculed and humiliated by jeering 
protesters, with no means to re- 
spond. Now confidence has been 
restored.” 

The soldier said that when e-Ram 
residents walk by the soldiers, they 
fook ahead, ignoring them, both 
sides keeping their distance. Many 
times, though. there are brief con- 
versations, simple human contacts 
which belie the image of total ani- 
mosity emerging from the current 
unrest. 

“I talk to a local shopkeeper, ask 
him how it will all end, when will 
things finally calm down. He an- 
swers that when we get out, all will 
be well.” The soldier's officer some- 
times talks with the local shopkeers. 
“Open your shops,” he tells them. 
“We're waiting for you to do it for 
us," is the response, accompanied 


. by a roar of laughter. 


The political questions behind the 
unrest are a hot topic of discussion 
among some of the troops, the sol- 
dier said. “I can propose a solution, 
but so what. I don't even know if 
there is a solution. Maybe the best 
thing about all this is that it has 
made people think.”

Two moderate lists may vie for a piece of the re 


One or perhaps two moderate religious lists may 
contest the Knesset elections in November, along- 
side the established religious parties. 

The first such moderate list would apparently 
revolve around Rabbi Menahem Hacohen (Alien- 
ment), and the second around a group of so-called 
doves who have become disenchanted with the 
National Religious Party. 

While both these elements could conceivably get 
together in one list, it is equally possible that 
nothing at all will emerge. despite the. disquiet that 
lies at the root of reports about new contestants for 
the Orthodox vote. 

Hacohen said yesterday that he had formally 
Tequested the consent of the Alignment to break 
away from it in the next couple of months, forming 
a one-man faction, and then to run in November as 
a separate moderate religious list identifying with 
part of the Alignment's prograrame. 

Hacohen said that if the Alignment denied him 
its blessing and its help, he would not go it alone. 


While a refusal would not cause him to return his 
party card, he said, be had no inclination to run on 
the next Alignment list. 

He said that if the Alignment came to him and 
asked him to run as before, he would only consider 
the faction’s request if he were guaranteed an 
authoritative voice in ail agreements between the

The submarines two-member Is- 
raeli crew will travel to Scotland to 
be trained and will subsequently 
work on passenger submarines in St. 
Thomas and Bermuda until Eilat 
takes delivery of its own submarine. 
Kahn estimates that there will be a 
two month running-in period before 
the submarine becomes fully 
operational. 


According to Kahn, there are 


only five passenger submarines in 
the world. He would have liked to 
have Israel's first nger subma~ 
rine built here, but that was not 
economically feasible. 

Absolutely safe and approved by

also has the blessing of Israel's Na- 
ture Protection Society. 

Propelled by batteries and thrust- 
ers, it is free of oi] leaks and pollu- 
tion.

No discussion on territories in Council of Europe 


Post Diplomatic Correspondent 

The Council of Europe, meeting 
in Strasbourg this week, has re- 
frained from discussing the situation 
in the territories, although it was 
unclear for what reason. 

Deputy Minister Ronni Milo re- 
ported to Jerusalem that he and MK 


Jacques Amir had foiled plans to 
hold the debate, while dispatches 
from Strasbourg said that 81} of the 
Council's agenda had been scuttled 
because of a conflict between 
France and Scandinavian countries 
over the issue of entry visas. 

In any case, Milo said that reports 


of damage to Israel's image in the 
wake of the disturbances in the terri- 
tories were exagperated. He said 
that both friends and foes of Israel 
are receptive to comments that the 
image projected by television cam- 
eras of the situation in the territories 
do not present an accurate picture. 


ADL: Anti-Semitic vandalism in U.S. up by 17 per cent last year 


NEW YORK (AP) -- Anti-Semitic 
vandalism increased by 17 per cent 
in the U.S.in 1987. the Anii-Defa- 
mation League of B'nai B'rith said 
on Tuesday. 

While New York had the highest 
number of incidents, with 207. re- 
ported vandalism and desecration in 
California soared from 62 incidents 
in 1986 to 137 last year. the annual 


ADL report said. 

While anti-Semitic activity in- 
creased, so did the number of ar- 
rests for acts ranging from arson to 
spray-painting. ἢ 

PNatonwide, there were 694 re- 
ported incidents, up from 594 a year 
earlier. The California attacks were 
responsible for 75 per cent of that 
jump, while New York added 21 


reported incidents. 

The report also included.a sepa- 
rate count of threats and harassment 
toward Jews and Jewish institutions, 
with 324 such incidents reported. 
Sixteen involved physical attacks 
“clearly motivated by bigotry.” 

There were 312 incidents report- 
ed in 1986, including 11 physical 
attacks. 


Incident at Damascus Gate — 15 years ago

“You,” he shouted, but 
the man with the straw basket, who 
was already past the two troopers, 
continued walking. 


‘The shorter border policeman, 
the one with the waikié-talkie, took 
a couple of steps and grabbed the 
man with the basket from behind. 

“When we call you, you come,” 
he said. 

“Ἵ didn't know you were calling 
me,” said the man with the basket, 
He spoke Hebrew with a heavy Ara- 
bic accent. 

The: trooper directed the man 
with the basket to the other trooper. 

“How are you? How are you?” 
the taller border policeman said to 
the Arab, as if they were good 
friends, meeting after a long ab- 
sence. With each “bow are you,” 


second trooper watched the crowd, 
in case someote threw a stone or 
something. . 
Finally, the border policeman 
said again, “How are you, how are 
you,” with two more heaving slaps 
on the back, and the basket of fruit 
spilled out onto the pavement.

The Arab man started to sink 
to his knees, to collect the dates. . 
“How are you? I'm going to ask 
you one more time. How are you?" 
asked the trooper, each time slap- 
ping the Arab man on the back.

Author of The Passover Plot 


Controversial biblical scholar 
Hugh Schonfield dead at 86 __ 


LONDON (AP) -- Hugh 1. Schon- 
field, a biblical scholar whose book 
The Passover Plot and other works 
on early Christianity provoked 
widespread con’ . has died at 
the age of 86, family death notices 
said on Tuesday. : 

They said Schonfield, a London 
resident, died on Sunday after a 
short illness. 

Schonfield was a non-practising 
Jew who spoke Greek, Latin, He- 
brew, Aramaic and English and in 
addition read French, German and 
Italian. 

He became famous in 1965 with 
The Passover Plot, which portrayed 
Jesus as a messiah who planned his 
own martyrdom by arranging to be 
drugged and taken down i 
from the cross by Joseph of 
Arimathea. 

The plot misfired when Jesus was 
pierced in the side by a Roman sol- 
dier standing guard and died, the 
scholar wrote. 

The book sold two million copies 


in the U.S. and Britain. 

A succeeding book, Those Incred- 
ible Christians, was a tale of plot and 
counterplot in the early istian 
decades. It was followed by The 
Pentecost Revolution, covering the 
30 years between the crucifixion and 
the outbreak of the Jewish revolt 
against the Romans in the year 66. 

It claimed to show that Jewish 
followers of Jesus in that period 
were not Christians at all but loyal 
Jews adhering to the Jewish faith, 
and that as far as they were con- 
cerned, there was no other religion. 

Answering attacks on his books 
by Christian churchmen, Schonfield 
said in an interview in 1974: “The 
church says the events related in the 
New Testament are historical. I say 
the New Testament is a secondary, 
not an authoritative, source.” 

He said: “The period of the life of 
Christ and the first decades of Chris- 
tianity is one about which we know 
too little - we are trying to recon- 
struct it.” ᾿ 


Cleared Jerusalem official still

That's what San Diego is about to 
experience — but it’s an organized 
tsunami," said Les Land, executive 
director of the city’s Super Bow!

A study commissioned by the task 
force projected a $141m. infusion 
into the local economy. the bulk 
arriving in a Jump sum in the days 
Jeading to Sunday's game between 
Denver and Washington. 

“It's the biggest sporting’ event, 
the biggest social event, the biggest 
economic eveut in San Diego's his- 
ΤΟΥ." said Max Schetter. a senior 
vice-president of the Greater San 
Diego Chamber of Commerce.

‘soared 45 per cent

‘ TEL AVIV - Expenditures on ad- 


- vertising rose last year by 44.5 per 


cent over 1986, the Israel Advertis- 
ers Association said yesterday. That 
was more than $100-per-Israeli to 
get their sales messages across. 
Tau Bronislaw, the association’s 
general manager, told a Beit Soko- 
lov press conference here that total 
outlays reached $450m., meaning 
that 1.4 per cent of the country’s 
gross national product went toward 
advertising. He said that Israel now 
is one of 13 countries with a per- 


- capita advertising expenditure ex- 


ceeding $100 ἃ person. 

Benny Gaon, ‘the association's 
chairman and general manager of 
the Coop Blue Square supermarket 
chain, said that political advertising 
for the upcoming general elections is 
expected to reach $15m., compared 


‘ with $10m. spent on the previous 


election campaign in 1984. 
The sharp increase foreseen in po- 


litical advertising can be traced, at 
- least in part, to the “democratiza- 


” tion” of the political parties. he said. 


Party bosses have lost power to the 


- conventions, he added, and some 
. would-be candidates are likely to 
, launch advertising pitches aimed at 
; conventioneers as well as the public. 


Without television drawing adver- 

tising dollars, he said, newspapers 
would reap a windfall. “The elec- 
tions is the cream that they're wait- 
ing for every four years,” he said. 
“They're going to enjoy it." 
_ Gaon attributed higher advertis- 
ing budgets in Israel in recent years 
to an effort to adopt a more Ameri- 
can-like lifestyle. “Now that the 
market is so much more matured, 
what's happening is that marketing 
men have become much more im- 
portant,” he said. “The main issue 
is: Can you deliver the goods.” 

He also cited slower population 
growth that has spurred more in- 
tense competition in the market- 
place.

Approved investment fell in ᾽87

The aggregate level of investment 
approved by the Industry and Trade 
Ministry's Investment Centre and 
actually carried out fell last year 
fram 1986 levels, despite an increase

. the centre said yesterday. The levels 


of both foreign and local investment 
declined. 

But Oded Shamir, the centre’s di- 
rector, told reporters the decline did 
not provide any clear message about 
the state of the economy, although 
the figures did paint a reliable pic- 
ture of the conditions in individual 
industries. 

Last year. the Investment Centre 
approved investment projects val- 
ued at $705 million, but of this sum, 
only $556m. worth, or about 79 per 
cent. was actually carried out. By 
comparison, in 1986, $647m. worth 
of investment projects was ap- 
proved, of which $613m., or 95 per 
cent. were actually implemented. 

Shamir said the major reason be- 


hind the gap between the two fig- 
ures for 1987 was the downturn in 
the electronics industry, as well as a 
general decline in profitability. In 
the electronics sector, $50m. worth 
of investment projects were ap- 
proved, down sharply from the 
$130m. worth in 1986. 

Tn terms of the number of projects 
approved, the figure was up to 285 
last year, from 229 in 1986. 

Shamir did not express concern 
about the fall in investment projects 
submitted by overseas companies, 
which ἃ by more than half 
from $40m. in 1986 to $19m. last 
year. He said he hoped that next 
year’ would see several large foreign 
companies increase their invest- 
ments in the country. U.S.-based 
Intel Corp., for instance, was ex- 
pected to put an additional $100m. 
into its Jerusalem facility. Another 
American company with operations 
in Israel, National Semiconductor 
Corp.., is slated to invest $20m. next 
year in Israel, while Haifa Chemi- 


cals Ltd., which is principally owned 
by two former Israelis now living 
abroad, is to invest $22m.

Adjusting VAT pay 


Taxpayers whose monthly turnover for the period 
September 1986 through August 1987 did not exceed an 
average of NIS 15,000 may report to the value-added 
tax authorities every two mecnths, instead of every 
month required of larger taxpayers. In fact, taxpayers 
might give thought to the possibility of splitting up their 
Operations or creating separate businesses in certain 
circumstances where the less frequent reporting may be 
of some advantage to them, mainly administrative. Nat- 
urally, there are many other implications in such plan- 
ning which must also be taken into account and these 
include Income Tax, fiscal and other business matters. 

Inflationary taxes and capital notes 

One of the more interesting innovations of the infla- 
tionary-tax legislation of recent years enabled a compa-

ny to issue capital notes (shrarei hon) as against a loan or 
equity introduced into the business. However, the note 
could not be for a period of Jess than 12 months and the 
interest did not axceed 30 per cent. 

This device enables taxpayers to increase the amount 
of their equity for inflation and tax purposes, thus 
enabling them to enjoy a larger inflationary deduction. 
Recently, the 30 per cent interest ceiling has been 
adjusted and the law now provides that these capital 
notes may bear interest, but not exceeding in any one 
year either 30 per cent or the change in the Consumer 
Price Index, whichever is lower. 

Tax planners would. therefore, do well to provide 
accordingly by including an additional term in their 
capital notes specifying that when interest is 30 per cent 
or less, it will nonetheless not exceed the increase in the 
CPI during the 12-month period. Despite this change, 
the capital-note device remains a useful one, particular- 
ly as long as inflation is in the double-digit region. 

Depreciation of software 

The tax authorities have recently clarified their posi-

On receipt of these 
post-dated cheques, receipts were duly issued. Howev- 
er, tax invoices were not made out because the appellant 
company maintained it had discovered that these 
cheques would not, in fact. be honoured and that the 
deal itself would not be carried out. The company, 
therefore, maintained that it was not liable to VAT and 
that is why it did not issue the tax invoices.

The court, however. viewed the situation very differ- "ἱξ 


ently. The judge held that VAT is levied on business 
transactions and not on the results thereof. In fact, the 
appellant company had provided the service it had 
undertaken to do in terms of the transaction and was. 
therefore, obliged — that is. having provided the service 
— to issue an invoice. ᾿ 

if it had been clear from the outset that the transac- 
tion would never be implemented. then, in fact. there 
would be no obligation to issue an invoice. but in the 
present case before the Court it was held that the 
cancellation factor only arose later and it is not possible 
to cancel the transaction retroactively. 

It is interesting to note that Section 49 of the VAT law 
does allow for the possibility of a cancellation and 
thereby for reducing the VAT obligation. but this is 
subject to certain conditions. none of which were met in 
this case. Finally, the judge held that the burden of 
proof that the transaction had, in fact, been cancelled 
had not really been shown and therefore dismissed the 
ay i. ᾿ ; 

The conclusions in this case should be noted. particu- 
larly regarding transactions that are subsequently can- 
celled, especially in the light of its VAT implications.

Engineers report 


Shoddy work behind 
4 building collapses

TEL AVIV -- A special panel of 
engineers empowered to investigate 
the 1987 collapse of four industrial 
buildings yesterday issued a critical 
report citing slipshod construction 
and design practices that could have 
contributed to the accidents. 


The collapse of three of the build-. 


ings during construction in Holon, 
Ramat Gan and B'nei Brak resulted 
in one fatality each. The fourth col- 
lapse occurred in Moshav Avigdor. 

At a Beit Sokolov press confer- 
ence. civil engineer Gure] Naftali, 
chairman of the pane] and former 
head of the construction department 
of the Defence Ministry, listed the 
main findings of the report: 

Construction was executed con- 
trary to standards, regulations and 
safety requirements; construction 
lacked adequate supervision; de- 
Signs were sometimes made by more 
than one person without coordina- 
tion; alternative design solutions 
proposed by contractors weren't al- 
ways approved by the designer, and 
some contractors were unregistered 
as required by law. 

Naftali said that in three of the 
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four cases, the Israeli-developed 
“palcal” construction method was 
involved, : 

“We don’t have any proof thai 
this system caused the failures,” 


Naftali said, “but we found that the- 


system is in many points contrary to 
the building regulations. We tried to 
be very careful and not to point out 
that the failures were due to palcal.”” 

Rather than place the blame en- 
tirely on palcal, a system of building 
using concrete ceilings filled with 
steel. Naftali said the key point was 
not to use systems that had not been 
approved. The committee called for 
the establishment-of a new institu- 
tion empowered to approve new 
construction techniques. 

The report laid blame for the fail- 
ures, which occurred last summer 
and fall, on all participants in the 
construction process, ‘Naftali said. 

The panel, appointed by the As- 
sociation of Engineers and Archi- 
tects, tumed over their findings to 
the ministries of housing, interior 
and labour as well as the Contrac- 
tors and Builders Federation and 
the municipalities where the mis- 
haps occurred.

Typical family spends NIS 2,20

The average Israeli family spends 
some NIS 2,200 a month to buy a 
standard basket of goods and ser- 
vices, but the figure hides wide gaps 
between standards of living of the 
rich and poor, figures released yes- 
terday by the Central Bureau of Sta- 
tistics show. a 

Families in the lowest decile of 
the economy spend about NIS 1.270 
to purchase their average basket of 
goods and services, while those in 
the top decile spend about NIS 
3,550. 

Since poor families tend to be 
larger, the difference in per capita 
terms are even wider. The poorest 
10 per cent of the country's families 
spend about NIS 250 per capita each 
month, while the richest 10 per cent 


Spend six-times that sum, or NIS 
1,420, the bureau found. : 

The figures are part of the results 
of a Survey of Family Expenditures 
conducted by the bureau last year, 
published yesterday, whose results 
will form the basis for recalculating 
the components weights in the Con- 
sumer Price Index. 

The bureau found that about one 
quarter of the money spent by Israe- 
fi families is used to purchase of 
food, including fresh produce. Some 
12.6 per cent of the expenditure 
goes to education, culture and en- 
lertainment, 14 per cent for trans- 
port and communication services, 
and 16 per cent for housing. 

The survey found that 99.3 per 
cent of the households in Israel had 
a refrigerator, 81 per cent a stove, 
87 per cent a washing machines, 80 


per cent a colour television set and 
85 per cent a telephone. 


Some 43 per cent of all house- . 


holds in Israel have private cars. 
The share of families with at least 
one private car among the richest 10 
per cent of the population is 78 per 
cent, while among the lowest decile 
8.8 per cent. 

Air conditioners can be found 
amon® 16.5 per cent of the families 
in Israel. But some 46 per cent of all 
wealthy families have air condition- 
ers, while only 1 per cent among the 
bottom 10 per cent. 

Products that were rare or non- 
existent when the last CPI basket 
was calculated are now relatively 
common in Israeli households. 
Some 9 per cent of all families have 
a personal computer, 20 per cent a 
video cassette recorder and 10 per 


cent a dishwasher. These products 
were not surprisingly more likely to 
be found in the homes of better-off 
families, the survey found. The 
share of VCRs owners in the top 
decile was 27 per cent, while 15 per 
cent of them had a personal comput- 
er and 29 per cent a dishwasher. 

Israeli families prefer to do their 
shopping on Wednesdays and 
Thursdays, the bureau found. These 
two days account for some 40 to 50 
per cent of all purchases of food. 
Despite the proliferation of super- 
markets in recent years, grocery 
stores remain popular: 28 per cent 
of a typical family's food budget is 
spent there. compared with 26 per 
cent in supermarkets and 7 per cent 
in open markets. 

The rest is spend in other stores, 
including specialized stores, such as 
fruits and vegetables shops.

devaluation. 

Given the current expectation 
that there will be no devaluation, 
some or all of this money may be 
sent to Israel anyway. 

Banking sources pointed out that 
the recent net purchases of foreign 
currency break the trend established 
since Jate summer. 

Between August and the end of 
the year, net purchases of foreign 
currency totalled over $750m., 
Teaching a peak in November before 
tailing off. 

Following the 10 per cent devalu- 
ation of January 13, 1987, about 
$1b. flowed into Israel from foreign 
firms and individuals that had been 
hoarding foreign currency and 
awaiting a higher rate of exchange. 
From April through ‘August, the in- 
flow ceased and no large net move- 
ments were recorded. Thereafter, 
the pace of purchases picked up 
steadily. 

Bankers believe that most of the 
late-1987 purchases were made by 
firms bringing forward payments in 
foreign currency that were sched- 
uled for 1988. If this is so, the de- 
mand for foreign currency will be 


low in the coming period, so that the 
situation of net sales is likely to con- 
tinue.

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The inevitable choice 


IT ALL WORKED with the inexorability of classical tragi- 
comedy, as soon as the once-faithful son unburdened himself 
of what bis elders viewed as capital heresy. A model naif, 
Moshe Amirav sought to defend himself by invoking what he 
claimed were Herut’s true original principles. The party would 
not try to bump him off even if he did not exactly toe the 
official line, the former head of the Highway Safety Adminis- 
tration crowed four months ago. It was “democratic and 
pluralistic,” he said. 

Now that the party's “High Court” juggernaut has flattened 
him down as punishment for supposedly driving in the wrong 
direction, Mr. Amirav knows better. 

Oddly, Mr. Amirav had been duly forewarned of what was 
in store for him if he dared stray from the straight and narrow. 
For surely when endorsement of the idea of an international 
peace conference is ground for expulsion from the party, it is 
not likely that a more decisive challenge to the party pro- 
gramme will be passed over in silence. Mr. Amirav, moreover, 
was not actually thrown out, as some Herut bigwigs had 
insisted, he was merely stripped of his seat on the central 
committee and barred from any other party post. A proud 
man, Mr. Amirav simply took the hint, tore up his Herut 
membership card, and walked out. 

But what monstrous offence was he precisely being pun- 
ished for ? In making public his peace plan last August, Mr. 
Amirav left no doubt that he remained as wedded to the dream 
of a Greater Israel as the Herut troglodytes who went on to 
viciously attack him. Unlike the Liberals’ prodigal son, 
Shlomo Lahat, who now says he would give back all the 
occupied territories for peace, and is readily forgiven, Mr. 
Amiirav did not, and does not, propose to yield an inch; yet he 
is humiliated enough to take a walk. Why ? 

It cannot be merely that Mr. Lahat is more of an “electoral 
asset” to the Likud than Mr. Amirav. The more important 
reason is that the true shaping force within the Likud is Herut's 
unthinking monolithism, and that Mr. Amirav was threatening 
to expose the hollow ideological sham on which that weighty 
monolith is now resting. : 

Mr. Amirav was not helped very much by quoting the 
revered Ze’ev Jabotinsky to the effect that Arabs in the future 
Jewish state should enjoy not only a general equality of rights, 
but also recognition as a separate national entity. To prove 
himself a worthy member of present-day Herut, Mr. Amirav 
was evidently expected to agree that any such old-fasioned 
liberal ideas had gone out of the, window back in 1922, when 
the perfidious British severed Transjordan, the land east of the 
river, from the national patrimony. 

It was Mr. Amirav’s unforgivable sin to disregard such 
nonsense, and to point out that Herut, a one-idea party, 
cannot have its Greater Israel cake and eat it, too, even west of 
the Jordan. That unless it courts war, Herut must choose 
between a smaller; but overwhelmingly Jewish; Israel, and a 
bigger Israel in which the Arabs:will be conceded the fullest 
measure of “full autonomy” consonant with Jewish-Israeli 
sovereignty. That if Herut does not wish to discuss a territorial 
compromise with Jordan, as he too does not, it must opt for 
talks with the Palestinians themselves, even if that means the 
PLO; once it has disavowed terrorism and recognized Israel. 

And that by ducking the inevitable choice facing them, 
Yitzhak Shamir & Co. are taking the Likud down into the 
“ideological bunker” occupied by Geula Cohen and Meir 
Kahane. 

The practicality of the design for a Jewish-Arab partnership 
in a Greater Israel offered by Mr. Amirav is certainly open to 
question. But when Mr. Shamir dismisses his former party 
colleague as simply a loony, questions are apt to arise about

What mean the East Germans 


ON THE LIST of countries with which Israel does not but 
would like to have normal relations, communist East Germany 
- also known as the German Democratic Republic — surely 
inhabits rock bottom. This perennial dispenser of Soviet-type 
moral counsel to the Jewish state has never even deigned to 
offer due reparations to the Jewish victims of its genocidal 
German parent. Ever since it was'set up after World War I by 
the Russian occupying forces, the Pankow government, unlike 


the German governmentin Bonn, has brazenly disavowed any - 


responsibility for the crimes of the Nazis: ᾿ 
Whether because of pressure from the new detente-minded 
Moscow team, or because the East Germans are themselves 
pow eager for better ties with the U.S.. that traditional atti- 
tude seems to be undergoing some change. Prefigured by some 
softening of the hard line on non-political Jewish and even 


Israeli ties, the latest word from East Berlin is that the GDR . 


“no longer has any opposition in principle to the payment of 
reparations to Jewish victims of Nazism.” 

The news, relayed by the World Jewish Congress, has been 
greeted by its own leaders as indicating a “major shift” in East 
German policy. 

The grounds for such exhilaration are for the moment 
unclear. At the very least, proof should first be supplied that 
the opposition “in principle” will not be replaced by opposi- 
tion “in practice” to the payment of any, sum significantly 
larger than the risible, and insulting. one million dollars re- 
portedly sent for distribution to Nahum Goldman, and re- 
turned to Erich Honecker, the sender, in 1976. 

A meaningful reparations agreement with East Germany 
covering Holocaust survivors in Israel is obviously a necessary 
condition for the establishment, for the first time, of regular 
ties between the two countries. It is not, of course, a sufficient 
condition. ;

The unrest that makes 
peace more remote 


THE SPONTANEOUS outbreak of 
unrest in the occupied territories is 
understandable and to some extent 
even forgivable. The reaction of the 
world is not. A youth born and 
raised in a squalid refugee camp in 
Gaza or Nablus does not need much 
encouragement or incitement to lift 
a stone against the only visible sym- 
bot of the hopelessness of his situa- 
tion and his future. He has nothing 
to lose and everything to gain. In- 
deed the recent outbreaks of unrest 
are less surprising than the relative 
docility of the Palestinians during 
the last 20 years. 

What is surprising is the reaction 
from the West. Many questions are 
raised and criticisms voiced — none 
to the point. Has the reaction of the 
IDF and the Israeli police been too 
harsh? Should rubber bullets have 
been used instead of live ammuni- 
tion? Should only units trained in 
anti-riot methods be employed to 
deal with civil unrest? Is it justifiable 
and legal to expel Palestinians from 
the territories? How can anyone be 

to live permanently in the 
squalour of a Palestinian refugee 
camp and how do such conditions 
compare with the opulence of the 
life-style of many of their Israeli 
neighbours? ' 

The criticism is well-meant but 
not constructive. As long as the Is- 
raelis are in control of the land they, 
and no oue else, are responsible for

‘In the name of the German people’ 


MR. HANS-DIETRICH Genscher, 
Germany's foreign minister, has just 
concluded one of his brief working 
visits to Jerusalem. As usual, he has 
displayed friendliness and discre- 
tion. . - 

As on previous occasions, he also 
went to Yad Vashem. Coming away 
from there, Mr. Genscher said that 
his country would “forever” bear 
responsibility for what-was done to 
the Jews “in the name of the Ger- 
man people.” The first half of this 
statement is both commendable and 
refreshing; the second half raises 
problems. 

Everyone who has had anything 
to do with post-war Germany has 
heard with disturbing frequency the 
insensitive — and, in effect, critical — 
question about putting 2 Schluss- 
strich, a ‘final terminating line,” un- 
der the “unfortunate past” in peo- 
ple’s minds. It is a question asked 
not only in 1988, but one that was 
put in 1968 and — with some hesita- 
tion - even in 1948, not only by 
those for whom the “unfortunate” 
thing about that past was its disas- 
trous end, but also by those who 
hope that banishing it from their

od to suppress riots? How would an 
army or police patrol in Belfast or 
Birmingham, in Brooklyn or Bertin 
respond to an attack by an hysteri- 
cal, stone-throwing mob? 

With all the pain and sorrow of 
having to watch Jewish soldiers us- 
ing clubs on unarmed civilians or 
employing tear gas near places of 
religious worship, it is still a fair 
estimate that in nine out of 10 coun- 
tries the world over, a similar situa- 
tion would be met with even firmer 
measures or even brutality. 


FOR SOME reason the only really 
relevant and important question is 
not emphasized by the West: what is 
Israel still doing in the territories 
after 20 years? What do Israelis 
hope to achieve by prolonged occu- 
pation? As long as they are the oc- 
cupiers no one should blame them 
for seeing to law and order. The day 
they leave the unrest will cease. As 
simple as that. 


The true tragedy of the situation 
lies in the fact that the recent out- 
breaks of violence remove us even 
further from any real chance for 
meaningful negotiations and any 
hope of achieving a comprehensive 
peace with ail our neighbours. No 
government, nor any political body 
would agree to start negotiating un- 
der threat of street violence.

It is, therefore, refreshing to hear 
a respected German leader reject 
the very idea of putting a Schluss- 
strich to the sense of German re- 
sponsibility.

Imagine a government in Israel, 
strong enough and sensible enough 
to conclude that the tertitories are 
more of a burden than an asset: a 
burden to our image. to our budget, 
to the morale of our soldiers; an 
impediment to the demographic 
aims of our Zionist dreams, to our 
democratic values and even to our 
security. Such a government would 
immediately enter into serious ne- 
gotiations with all of its neighbours, 
including the Palestinians, trying to 
work out a deal trading territory for 
peace. 

However even if such a govern- 
ment existed it would not and could 
not start such negotiations today. It 
could not possibly take a step that 
could only be interpreted as giving 
in to pressure from street mobs. 
Giving in to healthy common-sense 
and to a sober analysis of the situa- 
tion — yes. Giving in to stone-throw- 
ers — no. Besides, Arabs in Acre or 
Jaffa might be tempted to believe 
that if enough stones were thrown 
the Jews of Israel might eventually 
decide to return to Europe or 
Morocco. 

The Palestinians do not need to 
throw any more stones to convince 
us. They have made their point and 
sensible people in Israel and the rest 
of the world have got the message. 
They. should not expect any under- 
standing from Yitzhak Shamir or his 
friends. They would not change 
their inflexible stance even if stones 
the size of pyramids were thrown at 
them.
